Post-election day figures also aug- 


mented the margins by which 11 states 
approved anti-prohibition referenda, 
nine of them repealing either their 
constitutional or statutory dry laws 
to join the six states previously with- 
out any prohibition statutes whatever. 

Meanwhile, Governor-elect. William 
A. Comstock, a democrat, announced 
if it were legally possible he would 
grant a general amnesty to all dry 
law violators now in Michigan pris- 
ons when he assumes the governor's 
chair.

ROOSEVELT SPIKES 
CABINET RUMORS 


President-Elect Will 
Leave for Georgia Home 
November 20 or 21. 


BY W. B. RAGSDALE. 

ALBANY, Nov. 10.—(4#)—The next 
president of the United States went 
about the business of being Governor 
Roosevelt, of New York, today’ in 
spite of questions of national affairs 
that came pressing upon him in the 
huge: old state exeeutive mansion. 

In a formal statement tonight the 
president-elect said that no decision 
has been reached regarding any fed- 
eral appointments, and that mone 
would-be reached for at least two 
months. 

Earlier Governor Roosevelt had said 
he would leave for a’ brief vacation 
at Warm Springs, Ga.. on November 
20 or 21. The president-elect will 
remain there until the second week 
of December, holding eonferences with 
democratic congressional leaders at 
the resort village before returning 
north. 

The Warm Springs conferences be- 
tween Mr. Roosevelt and his party’s 
leaders in congress will precede the 
ergs: of congress early in Decem- 
er. . 

The newly elected president came 
under the eye of the secret service 
today. Two men have been assigned 
to remain with him until he is in- 
augurated. William H. Moran, chief 
of the secret service, was a guest at 
the executive:mansion last night and 
today. 

The statement issued by the presi- 
dent-elect on the matter of appoint- 
ments said: 

“In the weeks and months imme- 
diately ahead, further unauthorized 
and unfounded suggestions may ap- 
pear in print and otherwise. To avoid 
any misunderstandings, I desire to 
make it clear that no decision has 
been reached and no decision will be 
reached in’ regard to any ‘appoint- 
ments for at least two months. 

“I shall neither confirm nor deny 
any such reports. Here and now, | 
ask the public to disregard any and 
all such speculations. 

“From now unti! January 1, 1033, 
the greater port of my time will be 
occupied with my duties as governor 
of the state of New York.” _

THE GLORY OF POPPY DAY. 

The fourteenth anniversary of the 
day on which millions of men laid 
down their arms to end the great- 
est war of all time finds the wotld 
‘still far from the condition of peace 
‘and brotherly love envisioned by 
* Woodrow Wilson. 

, Racial antipathies yet cause sus- 
, picion to be predominant to trust; 
-friction to exist where mutual un- 
-derstanding would mean happiness 
-and prosperity, and chancellories to 
»be ever on the lookout for unfair 
‘designs on the part of other gov- 
ij ernments. 
+ At teast, however, this Novem- 
‘ber 11 finds the world more at 
‘peace than at any time since the 
-armistice. Nowhere is there a ma- 
jor conflict of arms. Only in Man- 
‘churia, where desultory fighting is 
‘accompanying the establishment of 
‘the new nation of Manchukuo, and 
in South America, where one or 
“two minor disturbances exist, is 
’' man in arms against his fellow man. 

For that the world should be 
thankful—and there is no. more 
beautiful way of expressing our joy 
over the evidence that the world is 
progressing, even if slowly, to uni- 
versal peace, than through our 
Poppy Day gifts. 

A year ago today, the gifted and 
beloved Sam W. Small, in his col- 
umn “Looking and = Listening,” 
‘wrote of Poppy Day: ‘Always after 
“a great war there are many. thou- 
‘sands of its victims—heroes no less 
than their comrades—who are left 
, stranded between the borders of 
. plenary public relief and the strict 
construction of the laws for vet- 
‘eran provisions. They are the un- 
‘willing flotsam on the waters of 
‘personal sympathy and relief.”’ 

.“Poppy. Day,” continued Dr. 
‘Small, “has turned out to be one 
‘of the great inspirations of our age. 
-It has been adopted in many of the 
‘allied countries as the day on which 
;poppies—the ~ flaming flower of 
‘Flanders’ fields—is sold by conse- 
‘serated women to provide relief for 
«those veterans caught in the back- 
washes of the restricted pension 
‘and relief institutions of their 
countries.” 

Many thousands of our disabled 
‘veterans will suffer for those things 
that go to make life more bearable 
for them if we fail ‘today to re- 
spond liberally to the plea of the 
‘“noppy  gins’’—devoted young 
women who are doing more than 
.any other group of our citizens 
‘to remind us of our material and 
‘sentimental debts to those whose 
lives have been marred because 
‘they answered the call of patriot- 
‘ism and world freedom. 

It would be only fitting that on 
this day when practically all man- 
‘kind is at peace, our greatest re- 
‘sponse should be made to the 
‘Poppy Day appeal so that more can 
*be done than ever before for those 
that paid in marred lives for their 
‘participation in the struggle “to end 
war.”

HITLER SLIPS. 

The increase in the communist 
vote and the setback suffered by 
Hitler featured the reichstag elec- 
tions in Germany Sunday in which 
Von Papen sought, although not 
over-optimistically, to gain for the 
middle parties sufficient strength 
to control the government. 

As remarkable as it might seem 
on the face of things, both develop- 
ments should have a salutary ef- 
fect on conditions in the country. 
Hitler, suffering his first major re- 
verse, must calm down and the 
communist increase will direct the 
attention of the German people to 
what, if ignored, might become a 
serious threat to their peace and 


so.j future prosperity. 


The patriotism of Hitler’s nazis 
is not to be doubted and it is more 
than probable now that, the imme- 
diate chance to secure government 
control having slipped away, they 
will turn their attention to the com- 
munists. 

Thus the conservative centrist 
parties will be left with a freer hand 
to go about the solving of the eco- 
nomic and political problems. 

Von Papen did not gain the con- 
trol he sought but at least the crit- 
ical nature of the nazi threat which 
existed following the last elections 
and which eventuated in the show- 
down between Hindenburg and Hit- 
ler, no longer exists. 

Hitler, it is true, has issued a 
fiery manifesto again attacking the 
Von Papen government on the 
ground that the election results 
prove his previous charge that the 
cabinet has not the favor of the 
people—but such an attack must 
be largely ineffective when it comes 
from the head of a party which 
lost 35 reichstag seats while the 
party he arraigns was gaining 
Strength. 

It is probable that the Hitler 
statement is intended chiefly to off- 
set as much as possible the de- 
moralizing effects among his fol- 
lowers of the first major defeat the 
German fascist leader has suffered, 
and not with any hope that with 
less strength he could bring about 
what he could not accomplish at 
the peak of his strength. 

With the nazi threat weakened 
and the _ conservative element 
Strengthened in the reichstag, the 
Von Papen cabinet is undoubtedly 
more safely ensconced and can be 
expected to deal more boldly and 
efficiently with the internal and 
external problems which Germany 
is facing. 

FIFTEEN YEARS OF WHAT? 
Monday and Tuesday soviet Rus- 
sia forgot, we are informed in dis- 
patches from Moscow, food’ trou- 
bles and “other unpleasantnesses”’ in 
a wild and exhuberant celebration 
of the fifteenth anniversary of th 
bolshevik revolution. ’ 
It is well for the world to ana- 
lyze on this significant milestone of 
the soviet experiment in govern- 
ment just what it is the bolshe- 
vists have to celebrate. 

Certainly not a stable form of 
government, for scarcely a year has 
passed since #917 when major 
changes were not made in it. Cer- 
tainly not freedom of conduct, be- 
cause sovietism is a harder task- 
master than the nation as a whole 
has ever known, even under the 
ezarist regime. Equally as certain, 
prosperity has not been achieved. 
Despite widely heralded progress 
in the completion of the five-year 
plan, it is costing more to operate 
the completed units of the plan 
than the same enterprises cost in 
other countries. Waste is rampant, 
food and decent clothes at a pre- 
mium, religion has been put into 
the discard, and instead of a spirit 
of happiness the ignorant masses 
of the Russians are imbued with a 
synthetic fervor which is never al- 
lowed to grow quiet by those at 
the whip-handle of communism. 
Much has undoubtedly been ac- 
complished for the down-trodden 


on the part of the middle and up- 
per classes. The most pathetic fea- 
ture of this persecution. is that 
already the revocation of many of 
the laws and regulations under 
which it was conducted has been 
necessary—-just as have so many 
other of the tenets of governmnt

_ Come to think of it, there is one 


type of humanity I completely missed 
in my recent travels in the soviet 
country, to wit: the village idiot made 
famous by the great pre-revolutionary 
writers of Russia.

Rumor had it that 
he was struck by lightning in his 
childhood. He was a short, stocky, 
individual, built like a bull for 
strength, who shuffled and had the 


en shoes every week, 

“Oppy” came to our house each 
Saturday to collect what he considered 
his due, a small amount of money. 
My mother, with a half-conscious at- 
tachment to such superstitions, would 
not have felt happy on Sunday in 
church, if she should have learned 
that “Oppy” had failed to call on the 
day before. Such idiots, you see, were 
God's little ones, mistakenly called the 
poor in spirit, whose sole purpose of 
existence was that pious people might 
give them alms, a divine favor this 
alms-giving in my mother’s estima- 
tion. 

My brothers and I had different 
ideas on the subject of “Oppy” and 
his ilk. If he got a hold of your hand, 
he squeezed it till the bones cracked. 
And as to your hair, by Hercules, he 
used to.pull it out by the handful. 
Once on a winter morning he slipped 
on the cobblestones with his wooden 
shoes and broke his leg. A priest who 
happened to pass, commandered our 
service aS we were going to school, 
and together with some other boys, 
we lugged him to an infirmary attach- 
ed to a local monastery... We were 
late at school that morning and were 
heavily punished for our delict, the 
excuse of having helped “Oppy” not be- 
ing accepted. The rules had to be 
Obeyed in that school though the 
heavens should have fallen. 

Later, we heard from himself the 
story, of how the monks had stripped 
him bare to give him the first bath 
of his life. Like as not, he was 
covered with vermin. All our idiots 
were. Thereafter, the monks had rub- 
bed his back with a brush and yellow 
soap. ‘‘Booh, booh, booh,” he used to 
cry and whimper over the memory of 
that bath five years after the event. 
He always carried a stick with him 
after his accident, a cudgel of gar- 
gantuan dimensions. During the oc- 
cupation he saw a drunken German 
officer staggering home one night, 
walked up behind the man and knock- 
ed his brains out with that cudgel. 
“Oppy” was shot for this offense. 
The Germans apparently did not ac- 
cept the excuse that he was one of 
God’s little ones. 

I heard lately that “Oppy” is now 
considered to have been a great pa- 
triot. So legends come.

Roosevelt's Life 


(Here is the first of a series of 
six articles, revealing many inter- 
esting facts about the president- 
elect.)

NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—(@)— 
Franklin D. Roosevelt stood in* the 
White House study when he was five 
years old and heard President Cleve- 
land say: 

“l’m making a strange wish for you, 
little man. I hope you will never be 
president of the United States”... 


That was President-elect Roosevelt's 
first experience in the White House 
and he still remembers it. At the 
time, however, the incident had little 
meaning to the boy; he could not com- 
prehend the anxieties that inspired 
Grover Cleveland’s words, nor could 
he perceive the unremitting toil that 
lay behind the weariness in Cleveland’s 
eyes as he stroked the boy’s blonde 
head. : 

The country, then as now, was in 
the stress of economic adversity and 
Cleveland was tired, mentally and 
physically. 

The boy. who has grown up to be- 
come the 32d president of the United 
States, stood quietly in his sailor suit, 
blue eyes turned upon the president’s 
haggard face, and said nothing. Soon 
his father, who was a close friend 
of Cleveland’s and who had brought 
young Franklin with him ona visit to 
the nation’s capital, took up the thread 
of the conversation and the episode 
fades from Franklin D.’s memory. 

Similarity in Cases. 

Now, almost a half century later, 
students of history see a curious simil- 
itude beginning to shape itself between 
the careefs of Roosevelt and Cleve- 
land. They point to two factors: Eco- 
nomic prostration and the pre-cam- 
aign antics of Tammany Hall. As 
vet opposed Roosevelt at the 
Chicago convention of 1932, so, too, 
did Tammany oppose Cleveland at the 
Chicago convention of 1884. 

The story of Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt’s life begins on January 30, 
1882, in the ancestral home in Hyde 
Park, near Poughkeepsie, New York. 
He: was a 10-pound baby, blue-eyed, 
fair-haired. He was baptized in the 
St. James Protestant Episcopal 
church, of which he is now senior 
warden. ; * 

His first ancestor in this country 


was Claes Van Rosevelt, who came 
over from Holland in 1636 and _ set- 
tled in what is now New York city. 
Eventually the Van was dropped from 
the family name and the “‘o”’ was dou- 
bled in Rosevelt, which, in Dutch, 
means a “field of roses.”” The name 
still is pronounced Rose-v’lt, despite 
the double “o.” The ‘“e” in velt is 
slurred. 

The next president's father was 
James Roosevelt, who died a few 
months after Franklin D., then 18, 
matriculated at Harvard~ University. 
His mother, Mrs. Sarah Delano Roose- 
velt, who was James’ second wife, still 
reigns over the Hyde Park homestead, 
from which vantage point she has 
quietly watched the steady ascension 
of her son’s political star. 

Teddy Starting. 

When Franklin D. was born, his 
fifth cousin, Theodore Roosevelt, was 
just beginning his career in the New 
York state legislature, a career which 
“F, D.’s’” own political fortunes were 
destined to duplicate, in the mechan- 
ical aspects, at least, with striking 
exactness. Both followed the same 
routes to the presidency, beginning at 
the New York legislature and follow- 
ing through the -navy department, 
where each served as assistant secre- 
tary, a vice phage 5 nomination, 
the governorship of New York, and 
finally the White House. 

Of his childhood memories, one 
stands out above all others. Thouzh 
he was only three years old at the 
time, Roosevelt still retains a vivid 
mental picture of how he and his par- 
ents nearly perished at sea when a 
storm overtook the liner Germanic, on 
which they were returning from a trip 
to Europe. 

It was the second night out from 
Liverpool. Young Franklin was tuck- 
ed away in his bunk, when suddenly 4 
huge wave struck the ship, then an- 
other, and still a third. Water gushed 
into the cabins, the vessel lurched, the 
cries of terrified passengers rose above 
the tumult of the storm. 

Franklin remembers looking out 
over the edge of his bunk, of seeing 
his most cherished possession, a jump- 
ing-jack, floating around in the cabin, 
of calling to his parents: 

“Save my jumping-jack !”

. PASSING OF THE ADENOID 
OBSESSION. 
Ten or 15 years ago queries 
about the removal of adenoids were 


dairly frequent. Suc!. queries are now 
quite rare. From this I gather that 
teachers, nurses and other dilettantes 
are not so keen about the game of 

essing the child has adenoids if he 
ooks or seems dumb, Formerly this 
was one of the favorite indoor pas- 
times of the little tin doctors. School 
boards everywhere are made up chief- 
ly of hard-neaded businessmen and 
women—hard-headed and _ conceited. 
As a rule they are just as ignorant 
about everything pertaining to health 
education and the training of the body 
as are most laymen. Perhaps that 
is. why they assign to teachers and 
nurses certain functions which are 
really medical. Clearly this is a sav- 
ing of the taxpayers’ money, for a 
teacher or nurse can be hired for a 
lower wage than you would have to 
pay a.doctor, and chances are the 
child's parents won’t notice. anything 
fishy about the quackery. If this 
school board sponsored «quackery i 
going out of fashion it is because the 
practice is too ridiculous to with- 
stand criticism nowadays. 

The adenoid body, otherwise cailed 
the pharyngeal tonsil, is a normal 
structure of the same character as the 
tonsils, situated on the vault of the 
throat cavity up behind the soft pal- 
ate. So far as we know it serves the 
same purpose as the tonsils do, that 
is, the defense of thé body against 
germ invasions. 
Nowadays we do not condemn a 
child’s tonsils merely because ea are 
enlarged. We know that in health a 
children’s tonsils are naturally large, 
and that with the usual infections 
that occur in childhood the size of the 
tonsils varies considerably from season 
to season. 

For instance, a health officer exam- 
ined all the pupils in a small school 
and noted enlarged tonsils and ade- 
noids in a large number of them. So 
many seemed to have enlargements 
that the doctor decided to postpone his 
recommendation of tonsil and adenoid 
operation for a while and watch the 
children. The youngsters seemed 
husky enough. At the end of the 
school year he again examined all 
the pupils. With one or two excep 
tions they all had small tousils now. 
The doctor concluded that season or 
weather has something to do with it. 

Certainly sunshine has. ‘The more 
sunlight on naked skin the more Vita- 
min A the body feceives, and this for- 
tifies against infections and prevents 
overgrowth or hypertrophy of tonsil 
and adenoid tissues. Ultraviolet light 
from artificial source has a similar 
influence, though direct sunlight is 
far richer in the ultraviolet rays even 
in midwinter. 

If the tonsils or the adenoid body 
be. badly damaged hy infection, and 
possibl¢ a base ‘or depot from which 
germs can make raids on other organs 


of the body, then the defensive role 
adenoids 


or purpose of the tonsils and 


is no longer a consideration: they 
have become a menace to health and 
had better be removed, or at any rate 
disinfected. 

It is a mistake to assume a child 
requires adenoid removal just because 
the child has a dull expression or 
breathes through the mouth or re- 
minds teacher or nurse of a picture of 
the “adenoid face” she once saw in 
some quack doctor book. This tin doc- 
tor diagonsis has brought too many 
children to an unwarranted operaticn. 
What, the bell? I verily believe the 
censor invented this system, for the 
bell always rings just as I am about 
to say something.

Text of Veto. 

Text of Key's veto message follows: 

: “November 10, 1932. 
“General Council, 

“City of Atlanta, 
“Gentlemen: 

“I am returnine without approval 
resolution which came from the elec- 
tric light committee petitioning the 
Georgia public service commission to 
review the street railway charges in 
Atlanta for fares and recommending 
a reduction in fares. The objective 
sought by this resolution is a con- 
summation devoutly to be wished if 
it could be brought about without do- 
ing injustice. Any lightening of the 
burden of the people at this time 
would be gratefully received, and if 
there were reasonable grounds forth- 
coming upon which to base the re- 
quest I would unhesitatingly approve 


“The resolution presents no state- 
ments of fact upon which a request 
of this character could be predicated. 
It is not shown that the street rail- 
way company is making money at the 
present time. A_ resolution of this 
character with the weight of the city 
government behind it should at least 
present to the public service commis- 
sion such a statement of facts as 
would prima facie entitle the public 
to a reduction of these charges. 

“Just what the facts are-I do not 
know, but my information is that the 
street car company is not making 
any money at the present time. A 
reduction in fares, if ordered, would 
necessarily have to be done, if my 
information is correct, at the expense 
of the employes operating its business, 
or at the expense of the public in 
depreciated service and equipment, or 
probably both, neither of which are 
desirable at this time. 

“Whatever criticism may be direct- 
ed at the street car company, the 
fact remains that they do give good 
service and with modern, up-to-date 
equipment. Furthermore, their em- 
ployes have been subjected to a very 
large decrease in pay and the laying 
off of many of their members from 
work, which they are themselves en- 
deavoring to take care of by an ad- 
mirable share-the-work plan carried 
oh by themselves for the benefit of 
their less fortunate members. — 

“It cannot be expected that the 
street car company will transport the 
public at its own expense, nor will 
the publie service commission require 
them to do so. 

“Most Unfortunate Time.” 

“This is the most unfortunate time 


case of this character. It comes at 
a time when the earnings of the com- 
pany are at their lowest and when it 
will be most difficult for the city to 
prove such a profit as would entitle 
them to a decrease in fares. 

“This is no time to he nagging at 
or kicking around any business or in- 
dustry. The most that the best o 
them. can do is to keep their heads 
above the water and to relieve panic 
conditions amongst their security hold- 
ers. A fight of this character, even 
though unsuccessful, would have many 
bad effects for which the community 
would suffer in many ways. 

“If the case of the city is at any 
time to be successful, those who 
make its case must be fortified by 
all of the: facts pertaining to rate 
making. This involves an inventory 
of properties and valuation of the 
same. It involves analysis of all ex- 
penses and charges which the com- 
pany bears. These are all involved 
and technical questions which require 
the aid and work of experts. This 
work and aid cannot be secured with- 
out the outlay of a great deal of 
money, which the city cannot afford 
to pay at this time. 

“The presentation of a case under 
the most unfavorable circumstances 
would simply seem to invite failure. 
It would be a very great disadvantage 
to the city in the future to have a 
record of failure confronting -them

Whereas, the solicitor-general has offi-

The treasury announced today that 
the payment of $444,920 due today 
from the government of Greece had 
not been received on payment of war 
debts. 

In a formal statement the treasury 
said the Hungarian goyernment has 
officially notified the United States 
government that it does not have the 
necessary foreign exchange with 
which to make the payment due the 
United States on December 15, 1932, 
under the debt-funding agreement. 

Payment from Greece was due and 
payable today under the terms of the 
debt-funding agreement between the 
United States and Greece on May 10, 
1929, which provided for funding over 
a 20-year period at 4 per cent in- 
terest.

OF CELEBRITIES 


MOSCOW, Nov. 10.—(4)—Mme. 
Joseph Stalin, who died on Tuesday 
night, will be buried tomorrow in the 
ancient Novodevichi monastery, where 
lie the first wife of Peter the Great, 
the wife and daughter of Boris Gudu- 
nov, and Chekhov, the novelist. 

Her death brought her greater prom- 
inence than she ever would permit 
in life. The body today lay in a red 
coffin in the lofty hall of the central 
executive committee building opposite 
the tomb of Lenin and only a block 
away from the Kremlin, where she 
lived for 13 years. 

But, just as a few realized while 
she lived that she was the wife of the 
great Joseph Stalin, so only a hand- 
ful filed past the coffin today. 

The rest of Moscow, although the 
newspapers gave her death the quar- 
ter of a page, realized only that here 
was another staunch bolshevik who 
had died.

in the Land 


To Be ‘Plain Mrs. Roosevelt’ 


(Editor’s Note: Mrs. Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, an outspoken, vig- 
orous woman of many interests, 
says she will be “plain, ordinary 
Mrs. Roosevelt’ when she goes to 
the White House, in the first of a 
series of three articles by Lorena 
Hickok, who was with her almost 
constantly in the campaign that 
madé her husband president-elect.)

NEW YORK. Nov. 10.—(/)—“If 
I wanted to he selfish,” said Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt today. “I could 
|wish that he had not been elected.” 
The voters settled that matter Tues- 
day, however. and on March 4 Mrs. 
Roosevelt will acquire the title he- 
stowed upon her so often in the last 
few months by the toastmasters. 

“IT suppose theyewill call me that,” 
she said, “but there isn’t going to be 
any ‘first lady of the land.’ There is 
going to be plain, ordinary Mrs, Roose- 
velt, and that’s all.” , 

She was smiling, but the expréssion 
in her eyes was serious. 

“I never wanted it.” she said soft- 
ily, “even though people have said my 
ambition for myself drove him on— 
even that I had some such idea in the 
back of my mind when I married him. 

“T never wanted to be a president’s 
wife, and I don’t want it now. You 
don’t quite believe me, do you? Very 
likely no one would—except, perhaps.

“For him, of course, I’m glad—sin- 
cerely.

Recently she wore on a trip to 
Boston a dress that cost $10,

Salaries now be- 
ing paid to employes of the Georgia 
public service commission were fixed 
under an entirely different economic 
condition and are now entirely out of 
line with commercial rates of pay for 
similar work.” 

Mr. McDonald said that he is of 
the opinion certain positions herrto- 
fore created by the commission are no 
longer needed or useful and if con- 
tinued would prove an unnecessary 
burden upon the rate payers of the

Commissioner McDonald pointed | 
ont that under his resolution a saving | 
of between sixteen and seventeen thou- 
sand dollars per aunum could be ef- 
fected in the cost of maintenance ot 
his department without impairment of 
its efficiency.

manufacture of beer was imminent as 
a result of Tuesday’s election, traders 
gathered around the small rye pit as 
the gone boomed to start the day and 
quickly began dealings in barley. It 
was the first time in nine years that 
future deliveries of barley had been 
traded in on the exchange. 

The first deal completed was for 
barley to be delivered next month. 
The initial price was 25 cents a bushel. 
Bidding was brisk, however, and the 
grain quickly ran up in price. The 
final sale was at 29 cents with 29 1-2 
cents bid just before the close. 

Senator Borah, republican prohibi- 
tionist from Idaho, expressed to news- 
papermen the opinion that the short 
session beginning next month would 
leave untouched the present probibi- 
tion set-up. 

Saying he had not changed his views 
on prohibition and that he was ready 
to fight now and in the next congress 
to retain the dry statutes, the Idahoan 
added he had never seen a con- 
troversial question disposed of at a 
three-month sitting of the congress. 

On the other hand, house and sen- 
ate democrats continued to predict 
enactment of beer legislation at the 
short session, or at least a vote on 
the subject. 

Senator Byrnes, democrat, South 
Carolina, said: “I believe the ques- 
tion of modification of the Volstead 
act will be out of the way by Christ- 
mas. The pending business in the sen- 
ate will be the Glass resolution sub- 
mitting to the states the repeal of 
the 18th amendment, and it is proba- 
ble that this resolution will be acted 
upon within ten days after the senate 
convenes.” 

Beer Bill in Ohio. 

A proposal to initiate a bill in the 
Ohio general assembly to legalize 2.75 
per cent beer was filed in Columbus 
today with Attorney-General] Gilbert 
Bettman for approval of its form and 
intent, 

The proposal would amend the 
Crabbe act, Ohio's prohibition en- 
forcement law, to permit the manufac- 
ture and sale of beer. 

Mayor Anton J. Cermak predicted 
today beer would be selling in Chi- 
cago for five cents a glass and 10 
cents a stein "within a few months,”

Governor W. H. “Alfalfa Bill” 
Murray, of Oklahoma, believes the 
light wines and beer question should 
be settled at once so the public cau 
concentrate on “measures looking to- 
ward economic betterment.” 

He said so in a statement 
night, adding: 

“There is a kind of beer and light 
wine psychology over the United 
States; it ought to be settled quickly 
by making provisions for it.” 

In a letter addressed to every mem- 
ber of the present house and to every 
representative-at-large, Representative 
O’Connor, democrat, New York. 
sought individual views on the form 
modification legislation should take. 

Co-author of a beer bill at the last 
session, O'Connor asked particularly 
about alcoholic content, whether the 
legislation should restrict the sale of 
beer to botttles and whether imported 
ingredients should be permitted in its 
manufacture. 

With only a few congressional dis- 
tricts yet to -zeport, election returns 
late today showed that on the basis 
of classifications made by anti-probi- 
bition organization 340 members al- 
ready elected to the houvre favor re 
peal or submission and 27 in the sen- 
ate. Countirg hold-overs the senate 
line-up showed 51 for repeal or sub- 
mission of a modified am*ndment. 

The eleven states figuring in the 
prohibition referenda were Louisiana, 
Michigan, New Jersey, California, 
Washington, Oregon, Colorado, Ari- 
zona, North Dakota, Connecticut and 
Wyoming. 

Nine of them voted to repeal state 
constitutional bone-dry laws or state 
enforcement acts. The latest available 
returns from eight of them were: 

North Dakota, 1,829 out of 2,240 
precincts: 111,299 for repeal and 
82.616 against. 

Louisiana, 969 out of 1,452 pre- 
cinets: 138,628 for repeal and 27,557 
against. 

Colorado, unofficial totals: 205,014 
for repeal and 149,840 against. 

Oregon, 1,678 out of 1,783 pre- 
cinets: 190.295 for, 124.369 against. 

California, in 10,013 of 10,547 pre- 
cincts: 1,337,888 for, 627,900 against. 

Washington, with returns from 
1,884 out of 2,682 precincts, showed 
217,075 for, 131,895 against. 

New Jersey, with 2,056 districts 
out of 3,415, voted 554,707 for repeal 
to 105,526 against, and Arizona, in 
returns from 409 out of 468 precincts 
shows 49,271 for repeal and 27,867 
against. 

Michigan voted to amend its. con- 
stitutional bone-dry provisions and to 
authorize the legislature to set up a 
liquor commission, but the count was 
not available. 

Wyoming citizens, by a count of 
23.006 to 9,004, went on record in 
favor of the repeal of the 18th amend- 
ment, while Connecticut tallied 291,- 
929 for petitioning congress to pro- 
pose repeal to the states, to 60,052 
against. . 

Louisiana voted to memorialize 
congress to modify or repeal the 18th 
amendment by a count of 133,163 to 
26,032. 

Arizona and New Jersey’ voters 
passed upon immediate removal of 
state prohibition laws from the statute 
books, while Colorado’s repealing ac- 
tion is to become effective after June 
30, 1933, and makes liquor traffic sub- 
ject to federal laws. 

North Dakota’s repeal action is to 
become effective in 30 days, replac- 
ing state prohibition provision adopted 
in 1889. Washington approved a re- 
peal step effective without legisla- 
tive action, removing outright all state 
enforcement laws. 

Oregon's measure repealed the state 
enforcing statute, but left bone-dry 
provision in constitution. It is effec- 
tive without legislative action and 1s 
considered as nullifying the bone-dry 
laws. 

The states previously without en- 
forcement acts are Maryland, Massa- 
chusetts, Montana, Nevada, New 
York and Wisconsin.

ATLANTA DEFENDED

onstration in which reserve officers 
of the Atlanta area had an opportu- 
nity to participate, and the results 
of the maneuvers proved that the lo- 
cal reservists are capable of adapting 
themselves promptly to sudden emer- 
gencies, For weeks reserve officers 
had been studying the geographical 
layout of the city, with a view to 


learning how best to defend the city 
in the event of an air raid. 

Thursday night’s sham battle was 
virtually under the direction of the 
Atlanta reservists. The -big search- 
lights, rifles and machine guns were 
manned by regular non-commissioned 
and private troops from the base, 
Camp McClellan, Ala., and the At- 
lanta reserve officers were in charge 
of the plans for defense, actively di- 
recting the pointing of the big lights, 
the guns and the machine guns. Two 
planes, one representing a bumber and 
the other a pursuit plane, played the 
role of the “red enemy,” having come 
to Atlanta from their base at Fort 
Bragg, N. C. In every instance the 
defense on the ground was able to 
detect and “fix” the enemy planes 
with the lights and the instantaneous 
firing of the big rifles which brought 
about theoretical direct hits. 

The lights themselves proved the 
drawing-card for most of those who 
witnessed the spectacular demonstra- 
tion, although two years ago a battery 
of the same lights and airplane detec- 
tors were encamped on the elipse at 
Piedmont park. At that time, how- 
ever, there were no anti-aircraft guns, 
and Thursday’s demonstration, with 
the guns spurting flame and echoing 
their short, terrific bark in the dis- 
tant hillsides, was the most interest- 
ing ever witnessed by citizens in this 
section. 

Each of the five big lights shot a 
beam of solid blue-white light more 
than five miles into the sky, and in 
the ensuing tests in which the enemy 
bombing plane attempted to fly across 
Candler field at a height of more 
than three miles, the ground crews 
promptly caught the attempt by fix- 
ing a beam of light on the plane, 
which, crossed by other beams, formed 
a network of light-beams, from which 
the plane could not escape.

SEEN FOR COTTON 


Four Years To Be Re- 
quired To Reduce Carry- 
over, Says Report Here. 


Although it is 3,600.000 bales more 
than the previous record, the 1932 
carry~over of American cotton, 
amounting to 13,000,000 bales, is less 
depressing because of the financial 
aid which has been made available 
for holdin® it, county farm agents 
were told Thursday by extension spe- 
cialists of the United: States depart- 
ment of agriculture attending the 
southern outlook conference. 

However, experts at the conference 
reported .otton will face more serious 
competition in the world market in 
1932-33 than it did this year be- 
cause of the enormous carry-over. It 
was estimated four years would be 
required to reduce the carry-over to 
normal proportions, even at the aver- 
age consumption rate of the last 10 
years, 

Members of the conference, com- 
posed of farm specialists from 11 
states and Georgia county agents and 
home demonstration workers, brought 
their Thursday meetings to an end 
with a dinner given the visitors by 
Sears, Roebuck & Co. The outlook 
conference will be concluded today. 

“Because of the prospective in- 
crease in competition from foreign cot-

close of Thursday’s session said, “any

The report added, however, that 
cotton production is growing less ex- 
pensive in cash outlay because farm- 
ers are growing at home more food 
and feed supplies. One of the high- 
lights of the conference was the al- 
liance of the Georgia Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation, the Georgia State College of 
Agriculture and Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture-elect G. C, Adams to pull 
together in 19382 for a greater “live- 
at-home” program in the state. 

For the first time, the agricultural! 
economists reported, increasing carry- 
overs of cotton seed are becoming % 
factor to be reckoned -with in market- 
ing the product. Boll weevils, the re- 
port observed, probably will enter hi- 
bernation this winter in great numbers 
due to reduced outlays for poisons. 

The conference agreed that the out- 
look for flue-cured tobacco in 1933 
will be influenced materially by the 
course of consumption and exports 
during the coming winter and spring. 
At present, domestic consumption was 
reported “apparently still declining” 
but at a rate less than in the last 
half of 1931 and the first half of this 


Greater vields of cabbage in 1933 
than in 1932 were forecast. In view 
of heavy production this fall, it was 
agreed that unusually large stocks of 
onions likely would compete with the 
spring crop. 


GEM THEFT TRIAL 
OF HELEN SMITH 
BARES PAST LIFE 


NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—(UP)— 
The chic Helen Smith, who figured 
in the $300,000 Glemby jewel rob- 
bery, was revealed by probate court 
records today as supported for 14 
years by Charles A. Stoneham, owner 
of the New York National League 
baseball club. 

Her past life had mystified, and 
reported eefforts of “powerful politi- 
cal interests’ to help her prove her 
innocence when it was charged she 
received the stolen gems intrigued, 
Helen Smith, it was said, was not 
her real name. 

Today she stood before Judge Jo- 
seph E. Corrigan and was sentenced 
to serve from four to eight years for 
receiving stolen property, a part of 
the gem theft loot. 

But before she was sentenced, she 
had wept as she heard revealed by 
the court records the story of her life 
and her loves—and her record in sev- 
eral other indictments by which those 
who live by their wits sometimes 
profit. 

Stoneham, the report said, had 
been interested in the girl’s welfare 
since 1918 when she came here from 
Chicago as Buda Goodman, a pretty, 
dark-haired girl. She had Leen mar- 
ried in 1907 to Tell Taylor, an actor, 
and later divorced. 

Stoneham had paid, it was record- 

ed, $3,000 a year, for instance, for 
an apartment as an evidence of his 
interest in her welfare. He supplied 
jewels, clothing and trips abroad. 
@ Miss Smith, according to the rec 
ord, blamed her downfall on her de- 
sire to live up to Stoneham’s stand- 
ards and her own ideas of the nicer 
things in life. She said she had ac- 
cepted the stolen Glemby jewels so 
she could sell them to Mr. Stoneham 
at a profit to herself. She had 
planned, she said. to share her profits 
with a girl friend, Mildred Adams.

About 600 votes were cast in each 
of Zion’s five precincts, Jadwich said, 
and each of the precincts turned in 
about 500 straight republican ballots 
and 100 marked for democrats. 

The votes cast in Zion, he said, were 
sufficient to defeat the democratic 
candidates for auditor and coroner of 
Lake county.
